STATESMAN AS PONTIFF 


In March 2 the College of Cardinals of the Roman 

Catholic Church, convened at the Vatican to 
elect the 262nd Pope, weighed the grave problems 
that confront their Church. On the third ballot in 
one of the shortest conclaves in the history of the 
Church they reached a bold decision by electing 
Eugenio Cardinal Pacelli, on his 63rd birthday, to 
be the new Vicar of Christ on Earth. As Pius XII, 
Eugenio Pacelli is the first Papal Secretary of State 
ever to reach the highest office. And he is the first 
Pope in modern times elected primarily for his quali- 
fications as a statesman, 

He was chosen to guide his Church into a future 
darker than ever before. As head of the greatest 
international organization in the world (330,000,000 
communicants), he must cope with the violent forces 
of totalitarianism. His election was openly opposed 
by the governments of Fascist Italy and Nazi Ger- 
many. As Secretary of State and director of the 
strong world policies of the late Supreme Pontiff 
Pius XI, he had faced the dictatorships in an in- 
creasingly open conflict. His election, as that con- 
flict now approaches a crisis, constitutes an endorse- 
ment of his policies by the representatives of Cathol- 
icism. In taking the name of his predecessor, he has 
indicated his intention to continue those policies.

POLLS POINT TO THE 1940 CHOICES OF 


DEMOCRATS 


s of March 1939, public opi 
vealed by scientific polls gives President 
Roosevelt a very slim chance of being re- 
elected to a third term, gives a New Deal 
successor named hy him no chance at all, 

‘The latest Fortcxe Survey, appearing 
in the current issue. confirms the results of 
its famous poll of last summer and shows 
that, while President Roosevelt is still enor- 
mously popular, his New Deal and his New 
Dealers are not. Even among those who 
still approve of the President, only 38% 
(86.9% of the whole population) would vote 
to give him a third term, while 21% would 
not and 21° are undecided. ‘To win a bare 
victory, Mr. Roosevelt would have to get 
the votes of all of his admirers who are now 
uncertain about giving him a third term, 

As for a candidate approved by President 
Roosevelt us a New Dealer, he would get the 
votes of only 13.4% of the President's 
current devotees, only 3.5% of those who 
are now against Roosevelt or would not 
vote for him in 1940. 

Questioning the latter group, Foun 
found the following types of Presidential 
candidates preferred hy the accompanying 
percentages of the entire population: 1) 
some young a 
17.8%: 2) a Republican who would return 
to the conservative road followed by Presi- 
dents like Coolidge, 17.1%: 8) a middle-of- 
the-road Democrat, 6.7%. 

‘The latest Gallup Poll of Democratic 
voters on their 1940 Presidential prefer- 
ences showed the leading contenders to he 
running as they are ranked, from top to 
bottom, on this page. Only the last man, 
Senate Majority Leader Mben Barkley, is 
rated a loyal New Dealer. ‘Though $ 
tary Hull has expressed no opinion abou 
the New Deal outside his own department, 
he is rated on his past record a conservative. 
All the rest are indubitable members of the 
Democratic Party's conservative faction, 

When Fortuxe asked voters of all 
parties to name a Presidential choice off- 
hand, Vice President Garner came out on 
top with the votes of 4.9% of the nation, 
followed by District Attorney Dewey with 
4.2%. When Gallup asked the voters to 
choose between Dewey and Secretary of 
Commerce Harry Hopkins, who ved 
to be President Roosevelt's first choice as 
a successor, it found 22% who could not 
make up their minds. The rest divided 
61%, Hopkins 38%. 

At present, then, it appears that the only 
possibility of the New 
Deal beyond 1940—and that a bare one— 
is for President Roosevelt himself to run. 
‘The chances of any other Democrat win- 
ning would now scem to depend on: 1) the 
ability of President Roosevelt and conser- 
vative Democrats to patch up their present 
differences and to compromise on a 1940 
candidate: 2) the success of the New Deal's 
Recovery drive. Failing either of these, a 
nation tired of reform and depression seems 
more than likely to elect a Republican,
